Fires and an accident took their toll during the week 
in Sierra Madre, bringing death to an aged woman and 
damage approximating $10,000. Both fires posed difficult 
problems for firemen. 

Mrs. T. M. Stimfling, 79, died from pneumonia and 
minor effects of gas escaping at her home at 290 W. Laurel 
early last Saturday, according to authorities. 

Fire early Thursday morning inflicted around $6,000 
damage to the two-story stucco and frame dwelling house 
at the rear of Dumas and Son, electrical and appliance 
dealers, at 12 N. Baldwin and owned by Norman R. Dumas. 

There, a dog and a parakeet belonging to the occu¬ 
pants, Mr. and Mrs, George McDougal, suffocated, the 
cocker-spaniel on the upper floor. 

The second fire, Friday night, in a garage at the Mrs. 
Dorothy E. Gabler home, 676 Ramona, caused damage 
estimated at $2,600, with $2,000 of this to the contents. 

There was no car in the 
garage which Fire Chief 
Charles E. Brown and Fire 
Marshal Bert Embree report 
was jam-packed with auto¬ 
mobile repair machinery 
and supplies owned by Mrs. 

Gabler’s son, Jack Longo.

stocked the supplies in the 
garage pending opening of 
a new shop. 

FIREMEN FOUND it nec¬ 
essary to wage a 90-minute 
fight against the flames and 
to move practically all of 
the supplies from the ga¬ 
rage before the fire could 
be extinguished. 

When Mrs. Stimfling did 
not pick up her mail as usu¬ 
al Saturday, her neighbors, 
Mr. and Mrs. C. T. (Mae) 
Burmeister of 274 W. Laurel, 
became concerned. Receiv¬ 
ing no response after knock¬ 
ing on the door, they broke 
into the house and found 
Mrs. Stimfling on her bed, 
partially conscious. 

There was also the smell 
of gas, escaping into the 
house apparently from the 
outside. 

Dr. Mervin H. Peterson 
had Mrs. Stimfling ambu- 
lanced to the hospital where 
she later succumbed, mostly 
due to the affects of pneu¬ 
monia. The coroner was to 
give a verdict later. 

IN THE DUMAS FIRE, Mr. 

and Mrs. McDougal had 
gone to work 15 minutes 
earlier. All of their furniture 
and clothing went up in 
flames and smoke, firemen 
experiencing difficulty in 
battling the latter. 

Norman Dumas reports 
that the entire interior of 
the building was gutted and 
will have to be reconstruct¬ 
ed. It lies between the Du¬ 
mas store and Masonic 
Temple and at angles from 
the Union Oil service sta¬ 
tion. 

The loss is covered by in¬ 
surance.

The day of the fire Red 
Cross representatives were 
on the job assisting Mr. and 
Mrs. George McDougal 
whose belongings were al¬ 
most completely destroyed. 
They assisted the McDoug- 
als to obtain a new abode 
on Suffolk and to rehabili¬ 
tate themselves. In addition, 
anyone wishing to donate 
furniture to this couple may 
contact Mrs. H. Randolph 
Wood, Red Cross branch 
chairman, or call the Sierra 
Madre Red Cross office. 

THE MONTHLY directors’ 
meeting Monday revealed 
that in the past few months 
the branch has been respon¬ 
sible for 135 pints of blood 
donated by Sierra Madre- 
ans; sweaters and bed cloth¬ 
ing for hospitals, clothing 
for needy persons and aid 
for the Search and Rescue 
Team. 


The defense of Donald 
Roland Dana, 32-year-old 
Pasadena former barber, on 
trial in Citrus Municipal 
Court in West Covina, on 
murder charges growing out 
of the flame-death of Mi¬ 
chael B. Rushworth, 19-year- 
old Vermont boy and mem¬ 
ber of a “hot-shot crew” 
fighting the Sierra Madre 
forest fire last Oct. 31, will 
be that he was home in bed 
at the time. 

Indications are that the 
defense, producing Dana’s 
mother as a witness, will 
attempt to have set aside 
Dana’s alleged confession 
that he not only ignited the 
disastrous Sierra Madre 
blaze but some 12 others. 

A dramatic moment oc¬ 
curred during the first day 
of the trial when Miguel 
Conzalez of Claremont, fore¬ 
man of the Dalton “hot-shot 
crew” of which Rushworth 
was a member, described 
the fatal burning of the 
latter. 

"OUR MEN were about 
ten feet apart,” he said, 
"with Rushworth about fifth 
in line. A big gust of wind 
blew up, bringing the 
flames across our line. I 
gave orders to retire. 

“By that time the fire was 
already behind us. I saw 
Rushworth running. I tried 
to get some one to stop him 
but when I reached him he 
was badly burned.” 

Dr. Thomas L. Gore of 
Los Angeles, a psychiatrist, 
testified that Dana was and 
is sane; another psychiatrist 
claimed he is insane. Dana 
is a former mental institu¬ 
tion patient, on probation. 
The case is being heard be¬ 
fore Judge A. H. Miller.

I WAS a 17-year-old col¬ 
lege freshman and pleased 
as punch when I obtained a 
job as copy girl on Marshall 
Field's brand new “Chicago 
Sun.” Many of the journal¬ 
istic greats were on the staff 
those first six months. Fields 
was out to break the famed 
Chicago Tribune, and no ex¬ 
pense was spared, (except 
perhaps in my salary of $17 
a week). 

The Sun shared office 
space and presses in the 
magnificent Chicago Daily 
News building, United Press 
offices were on the same 
floor, and I can tell you it 
was an exciting beginning 
for an aspiring young news¬ 
paper woman from a small 
Midwestern city. 


DID YOU EVER wonder if 
it’s early to bed on New 
Year’s Eve for the Queen 
and her court, so they’ll 
look their dazzling best for 
the BIG DAY? I can’t say 
about the other girls, but 
Joan welcomed the New 
Year in, at the Arcadia home 
of boy friend, Bill Frazier. 
They hosted his SAE frater¬ 
nity brothers and their dates 
from UCLA. No question who 
was the belle of that ball! 


TRUE, THERE’S NOT a 

byline or living wage given 
a copy girl, but the entire 
news plant is her beat — 
from the basement press 
room to the top executive 
office. 

And all along the route 
are the paper’s veterans — 
editors, newswriters, photog¬ 
raphers, cartoonists, morgue 
librarians, engravers, print¬ 
ers — happy to impart a 
friendly word and share a 
trade secret or two, with a 
fresh recruit. 

It was a rough schedule 
after school hours and the 
long “L” ride down from 
Evanston, but I treasure 
every memory of that hectic 
5 p.m. to 1 a.m. shift. 

Chicago had six dailies 
then, and competition was 
stiff. Here's a story to illus¬ 
trate my point. It was mid¬ 
way through World War II 
and European invasion ru¬ 
mors were rampant. 

One night, (typical of 
movie versions, it was min¬ 
utes before presses would 
roll the final edition), a 
‘reliable source’ reported 
landings in Belgium. The 
question — to risk being 
scooped or await verifica¬ 
tion. 

Reluctantly, foreign editor 
Von Hartz decided to ignore 
the report, and the staff ner¬ 
vously waited for the final 
editions to hit the stands. 

In Chicago, morning pa¬ 
pers go on sale the night be¬ 
fore, and so at 11:30 p.m. I 
was dispatched to RUN to 
the Northwestern Railway 
station and pick up our com¬ 
petitors papers. When the 
staff found the Tribune and 
Hearst papers had spread 
the INVASION story across 
the front page, they were 
sick, to say the least. Next 
day however, they quashed 
the mass invasion report 
with the true story about a 
small commando raid. 

Six years later I reminded 
Mr. Von Hartz of his correct 
split-second decision when 
we met in the New York 
Times building. He was by 
then, first assistant to the 
Times publisher — and I, 
well, I was an assistant edi¬ 
tor of Associated Press, and 
still underpaid, I thought! 

Time marches on, and 
three of Chicago’s dailies 
have succumbed. Now that 
I’m a mother and home¬ 
maker I’m a strong rooter 
for another great example 
of competitive free enter¬ 
prise — the communities 
weekly newspapers. God 
help us, if these should ever 
pass from the American

When this popularity was 
pointed out at a recent press 
conference of Americans for 
Democratic Action, a sharp

“Doesn’t that worry you ” 

What did he mean? 

The President’s popularity 
needs analyzing to deter¬ 
mine if it is solidly based. 

Is the President popular be¬ 
cause the issues are blur¬ 
red? Is he popular because 
he does not stir even a mild 
domestic controversy? That 
did not bother him during 
the campaign when he tele¬ 
phoned Rev. Martin Luther 
King.

All these are possibilities 
and there is, at least, one 
more — that the President 
and his close advisers be¬ 
lieve the national mood con¬ 
tinues to be one of relaxa¬ 
tion and contentment and 
he responds to it.
